Colonel Cooper, Father of 


Slayer, Held in Jail 


Without Bond. 


Nashville, Tenn., Nov. 11.—Thu ex- 


citement in this city over the terrible 
tragedy Monday afternoon, in which 
Hon. E. W. Cilrmack, former United 
States senator from Tennessee and 
editor of the Tcnnesaeean, tins city, 
was shot and killed by Robin Cooper, 
a young attorney of Nashville, and 
son of Colonel Duncan B. Cooper, a 
close personal and political friend <# 
Governor M. M. Patterson, has to a 
certain extent abated, yet the trag- 
edy is still the sole topic of conver- 
sation In political circles, both in this 
city and throughout the state. 


Elder Cooper in Jail Without Bond. 
Colonel Cooper, who was with his 


son when the latter shot Carmack, 
has been remanded to jail without 
bond, charged 
with 
murder, while 


young Cooper remains at a local hos- 
pital under guard, where his wounded 
arm is being treated. 
His physician 


,~ys he is getting along as well as 
could be expected. 
His preliminary 


trial on tiie charge of murder will be 
held as soon as he is able to leave 
the hospital.

Between Slidell and New Orleans 


the tracks of the New Orleans and 
Northeastern railroad are used by the 
Great Northern railroad and it was a 
suburban train of this road from Cov- 
ington that crashed into the rear of 
a local Northeastern train from Hat- 
tiesburg, Miss., telescoping the four 
rear coaches. 
It was some time be- 


fore the news of 
the 
catastrophe 


reached the city, but as soon as 
was learned here a relief train was 
hastily made up and rushed to the 
aid of the passengers and their dead 
and dying. 


When the rescue party reached Lit- 


tle Woods the scene that met their 
eyes was one of, 
terror, desolation 


and death. . - 


Wreck Caught Fire. 


The wreck had caught 'fire 'arid tne- 


first efforts of the passengers "and the 
few fishermen and hunters loungin'g' 
around the Lake Pont Chartraiu .camp'' 
'were directed toward subduing the 
flames. In this they had been par- 
tially successful, but little succor had 
been given to the badly . injured anrt 
several of these died while lying. be- 
side the smouldering debris. 
Rude 


bandages had been bound about their 
•wounds in an effort to stop the flow 
W blood and in many inslances the 
later examination of the railroad sur- 
geons showed that more than one life 
had been saved in this manner. 


Women Showed Heroism. 


None worked harder than the wom- 


en passengers in this crude surgery.

Secretary Koot Negotiating 


Important Convention 


With Japan. 


New York, Nov. 11.—The Herald 


today gives prominence to a dispatch 


. from Tokio that a report is prevalent 


in the high official circles close to the 
Katsura ministry that Secretary Root 
and Baron Takahira are negotiating a 
new treaty between the United States 
and Japan, the chief terms of which 
are that the high contracting parties 
Bhall respect the integrity and inde- 
pendence of the Chinese empire: shall 
preserve the "open door" and shall 
agree that in default of a special ar- 
rangement, the passage of laborers of 
either nationality from the territory 
of one to that of the other shall be in- 
terdicted, after it has been recognized 
In the treaty that the presence of 
large nnmbers of laborers of each na- 
tion within the territory of the other 
Is calculated to impair the friendly 
relations between the tw> states. The 
dispatch adds that official circles do 
not confirm the report, but that it has 
•Emulated tho stock market.

commission in the study of accidents. 


The convention of railroad men, 


called under the law of the legislature 
of 1907, was the first of its kind ever 
held in the United States, and the 
members of the commission were 
gratified with the hearty response the 
call for a meeting met. More than a 
hundred railroad men -were present 
and the day -was very 
profitablj 


spent 


Six of the members of the commit 


tee were chosen by the railroad men 
the seventh being Alexander Shane 
chief inspector for the railroad com 
mission. The three representatives o 
the superintendents are J. C. Hag 
gerty, superintendent ol the B. & 0 
Southwestern: J. W. Coneys, stiperin 
tendent of the Pennsylvania, and F 
•W. Wilson, superintendent of the I 
S. & M. S. The three members rep 


with its work, the railroad men will 
assemble in another convention and 
will hear and discuss the committee's 
report. 


"The meeting has been very grati- 


fying to members of the railroad com- 
mission." said Union B. Hunt, chair- 
man of the commission. "Our call 
for the meeting was responded to
